T is unwise to permit yourself to do any kind of work so steadily 


and regularly that you go to bed completely exhausted. 


"Hard work never hurt anybody," is an old saying. In gen- 


eral, I accept it as a statement of fact. 
But there is a difference 


between bemg tired after a day of hard work, on 
the one hand, and, on the other, to be absolutely 
prostrated, exhausted in nerve and muscle, and 
barely able to drag yourself to bed. 


It is natural and normal to get tired. I refer 


now to that state which is speedily forgotten. 
From the right kind of tiredness there is quick re- 
covery. 
A good hot meal, a jig piece on the 


Victrola, and you are ready for the movies, or some 
other diversion. 


Nature made our tissues so elastic and our 


recuperative powers so great, that we do not stay 
"flat" very long. 
We quickly respond to the 


change which evening brings. The pressure of daily 
cares off our shoulders, we are good as ever very 
soon. 


But the thing I have in mind today, is not the 
_ 


tiredness which honest labor produces. 
It is the 
- ***• 


utter prostration which follows too long application of mind and body 
to intricate, puzzling, exacting and wearing problems. 


Almost always tie kind of work I am thinking about, is not 


manual labor merely. It isn't something that willing hands and active 


_. muscles can do. If this were all. 
there would be no difficulty about it. 


But this isn't all. It is the work 


done in the shadow of grief, anxiety, 
or real labor.

BE APTLY MADE 


BRINGING UP FATHER 


The hog is the most rapid giiin- 


iny of ail farm 11111111:1!:.; ;uid be- 
cause of this Ills ration inuvt not 
contain much course material to 
be worked over, W. 10. Carroll. 
(•l»i<>f of j;\:riue husbandry at the 
collefju of agriculture, Univtrsity 
of Illinois, points out. 
EVPII the 


best forage must ha considered 
merely CP a side clish to the main 
ration, but a very' excellent and 
appetizing side dish at that. 


"In states around Illinois, at 


least, corn is the staff of the pork- 
er's life. 
Nothing 1ms been found 


which comes st» near meeting most 
of the requirements of fattening 
hogs us corn. 
On the other hand, 


it is equally true that the hog can- 
not live by the staff of life alone. 
Fortunately, however, the short- 
coinings of corn as a hog feed can 
be corrected rather easily. It has 
been found that corn lacks both 
in the amount and quality of its 
proteins'and mineral matter, stmi 
that it does net carry some of the 
Vitairiines needed by growing and 
fattening hogs. 
If, 'however, sup- 


plements are added to take care of 
these three deficiencies, there is no 
other ration which is so nearly per- 
fect, for hogs. 


'The'deficiencies of corn for fat- 


tening hogs can be corrected in 
iine shape, and yet still leave the 
feeder .a very simple ration which 
takes a minimum of purchased 
feed and very little extra labor. 
Corn can be fed on the ear until 
the pigs weigh 100 or 150 pounds. 
When . they get heavier than that 
it usually pays to feed them shelled 
corn. 


As for pasture, there'is no single 


crop or combination of crops that 
is better for hog pasture than'al- 
falfa where soil and climatic con- 
ditions are SHited to its growth. 
It'is a legume that provides a long 
grazing season, it supplies large 
amounts of very palatable forage, 
it. can • be grazed throughout the 
season and it withstands, drought 
well. 
The man who has alfaifa 


for his hogs is giving them the 
highest • advantage possible in pas- 
ture feeding. 
In many sections of 


the corn belt late fall grazing of 
alfalfa hurts the stand. - It is ad- 
visable, therefore, wherever pos- 
i!;Ic to m:e an area for fall pas- 
ture that is to be broken up. 


Next in value to alfalfa come 


the clovers, 
lied clover has the 


advantage also of always being a 
part of the rotation on many farms. 
Sweet clover is less palatable than 
the others, but it will grow under 
a wide variety of soil conditions 
and also has the advantage that 
it can be pastured in the fall fol- 
lowiug a spring seeding. 
It pvp-_ 


vules a large amount of forage. In 
i'act, it -is an exceedingly rank- 
grooving plant. 
It will have "to be 


watched the second year or else' 
it is likely to get too woody for- 
hogs. 
If it shows signs of getting 


ahead of the animals it should be 
clipped with a very high stubble 
to induce new and tender growth.

The ling is the mo st rapid sain­ 
ing o f all farm animals ami be­ 
cause o f this ids ratio n muri no t 
co ntain much co arse material to 
be wo rked o v er, YV. JO. Carro ll, 
chief o f swine husbandry at the 
co llege o f agriculture, Cnhersity 
o f Illino is, po ints o ut. 
Ev en the 
best fo rage must he co nsidered 
merely as a side dish to the main 
ratio n, but *a v ery' excellent and 
appetizing side dish at that. 
‘‘In 
states aro und Illino is, 
at 
least, co rn is the staff o f the po rk­ 
er’s life. 
No thing lias been fo und 
which co mes so near meeting mo st 
o f the requirements o f fattening 
iio gs as co rn. 
Oil the o ther hand, 
it is equally true that the ho g can­ 
no t liv e by the stuff o f life alo ne. 
Fo rtunately, ho wev er, the sho rt­ 
co mings o f co rn as a ho g feed can 
be co rrected rather easily. 
It has 
been fo und that co rn lacks bo th 
in the amo unt and quality o f its 
pro teins and mineral matter, and 
that it do es net carry so me o f the 
v itamines needed by gro wing and 
fattening ho gs. 
If, ho wev er, sup­ 
plements are added to take care o f 
tho . e three deficiencies, there is no 
o ther ratio n which is so nearly per­ 
fect fo r ho gs. 
"The deficiencies o f co rn fo r fat­ 
tening ho gs can be co rrected In 
line shape, and yet still leav e the 
feeder .a v ery simple ratio n which 
takes a 
minimum 
o f purchased 
feed and v ery little extra labo r. 
To rn can be fed o n the ear until 
the pigs weigh 100 o r 150 po unds. 
When they get heav ier than that 
it usually pays to feed them shelled 
co rn. 
As fo r pasture, there is no single 
cro p o r co mbinatio n o f cro ps that 
is ho tter fo r ho g pasture than al­ 
falfa where so il and climatic co n­ 
ditio ns are suited to Its gro wth. 
It is a legume that pro v ides a lo ng 
grazing seaso n, it supplies large 
amo unts o f v ery palatable fo rage, 
St. can be grazed thro ugho ut the 
seaso n and it withstands dro ught 
well. 
The man who has alfalfa 
fo r bis ho gs Is giv ing them the 
highest adv antage po ssible In pas­ 
ture feeding, 
in many sectio ns o f 
tin* co rn belt late fall grazing o f 
alfalfa hurts the stand. 
It is ad­ 
v isable, therefo re, wherev er i» es­ 
ilile to me an area fo r fall pas­ 
ture that is to he bro ken up. 
Next in v alile to alfalfa co me 
the clo v ers. 
Red clo v er has the 
adv antage also o f .always being a 
part o f the ro tatio n o n many farms. 
Sweet clo v er is less palatable than 
the o thers, hut It will gro w under 
i wide v ariety o f so il co nditio ns 
and also has the adv antage that 
it can he pastured in the fall fo l­ 
lo wing a spring seeding. 
It pro ­ 
v ides a large amo unt o f fo rage. In 
fact, 
is an exceedingly rank- 
gro wing plant. 
It will hav e to be 
watched the seco nd year o r else 
it is likely to get to o wo o dy fo r 
ho gs. 
If it sho ws signs o f getting 
ahead o f the animals it sho uld he 
clipped with a v ery high stubble 
to induce new and tender gro wth. 
Ho wev er, if this is po stpo ned to o 
lo ng the cro p will no t reco v er, 
o f the no nlegumes rape is the 
o utstanding fo rage fo r ho gs. 
It is 
practically equal to alfalfa while 
it lasts, altho ugh ils grazing sea­ 
so n is much sho rter. 
The grasses 
and cereals are no t as go o d as the 
legumes, altho ugh they frequently 
are av ailable when legumes are no t. 
If the grasses are kept do wn so 
the ho gs always hav e a tender, 
yo ung 
gro wth, these 
cro ps are 
much better than they o therwise 
wo uld be, as their crude liber in­ 
creases rapidly with age.

There 
will be »1 failing o ff in number o f 
wprk animals o n farms in the next 
fiv e years, unless the v eterinarians 
can by so me miraculo us po wer ex­ 
tend the life o f the animals no w 
in use. 
in v iew o f these facts, the 
man who expects to keep o n using 
ho rses f< r farm po wer had best 
raise co lts fo r his o wn needs. If 
he depends o il so me o ne else to do 
this, the price he has to pay fo r 
go o d animals may cause him to 
abando n the ho rse idea and use me­ 
chanical po wer.

If ill ho g pro ducers were tho r­ 
o ughly co nv ersant with the kno wn 
facts abo ut wo rms and mo re co m­ 
mo n ho g diseases, and then fo l- 
’o wed the metho ds o f feeding and 
handling o f the bro o d so ws and their 
pigs kno wn to he the best, there 
wo uld seldo m be need fo r wo rm­ 
ing and dipping o f the pigs. 
Un­ 
fo rtunately, ho wev er, such is no t 
the case. 
The v ast majo rity o f 
farmers are still raising their pigs 
in lo ts that hav e been used fo r 
that purpo se fo r ten to twenty 
o r mo re years, which sire therefo re 
literally filled with Wo rm eggs and 
disease germs.
